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Newton, MS, the largest town in 
Newton County, was founded in the 
mid-19th century as a stop for the sta- 
gecoach line. With the coming of the 
railroad in 1861 and the soon to follow 
Civil War, Newton grew into a major 
MS Confederate medical center. 

Newton derives its name from New- 
ton Doolittle, son of the community’s 
founder Roger Doolittle. The county of 
Newton is named for Sir Isaac Newton, 
the English philosopher and mathema- 
tician. 

Newton preserves the past along the 
red-brick Church Street. Listed in the 
U.S. Register of Historical Places, 
Church Street is lined with examples of 
early 20th century architecture. New- 
ton presents the talents and hospitality 
of the community through special 
events such as the Open Air A-Fair held 
in May. During the day-long event, 
residents bring out their best home- 
made foods, crafts, arts and talents to 
the downtown area. The Newton Coun- 
ty Concert Series and presentations by 
the Newton Arts Council offer further 
presentations of local, state and nation- 
al talents. 

Newton extends the beauty and 
bounty of the great outdoors. Hunting, 
fishing and competitive sports are en- 
joyed throughout the year. Located just 
north of town is the Pat Harrison Wa- 
terway’s Turkey Creek Water Park. 
Camping, swimming, boating or a fam- 
ily picnic are specialties of this new 
park. 

Newton provides ati atmosphere for 
learning. Clarke College, a division of 
the Baptist Mississippi College, has 
provided undergraduate study since 
1908 and is an important part of the 
community’s full education program. 

Today, Newton boasts a friendly, 
hospitable community with all the ele- 
ments combining to make a community 
attractive, progressive and on the move. 
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Under the stately oaks and tall southern pines 
of East Central Mississippi, Clarke College con- 
tinues its proud tradition of service to God 
through education. As a division of Mississippi 
College, Clarke offers an outstanding freshman 
and sophomore curriculum leading to the Associ- 
ate of Arts degree. Upper division and graduate 
work is available in some areas through MC. 

Clarke’s 245-acre campus, with housing for 
men, women and married couples, provides the 
advantages of countryside living with the addi- 
tional benefits of nearby cities.
